SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 


The magazine entitled Hard Core 41 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The magazine mainly consists of four full-colour photo-stories explicitly depicting adult 
male to female sexual activity. There are significant elements of degrading and 
demeaning sexual conduct, including splaying labia and the display of ejaculate on 
females' faces and bodies. In two stories female characters are portrayed as the 
sexual property of male characters. Females' genitals are repeatedly referenced in a 
variety of derogatory terms in text associated with photographs. The extent of this 
degrading and demeaning content, especially relating to the presentation of females, 
is given significant weighting in the decision. The relevant provisions of the New 
Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 have also been given due consideration in the 
decision, with the conclusion that the resultant limit on the availability of the publication 
is reasonable and demonstrably justified. 
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
